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While the Applicant did submit experimental evidence in Exhibit D that is mean to overcome the obviousness rejection based on routine 
optimization by showing unexpected results, the Applicant did not provide the specific experimental setup that was used to acquire Exhibit 
D. The Applicant Refers to Exhibit D in paragraph 9 of the response filed on 06/08/07, however only vaguely refers to the experimental 
conditions used to achieve it as those presented in the current application. However the solvent range and mix can either be 
acetone/methanol or acetone/water either of which in a large ratio range from 5:1 to 20:1 . Such a wide range of options for the 
experimental setup does not show with sufficient specificity how the unexpected results were obtained. Therefore, the newly submitted 
arguments will require further consideration and as such the previous rejection filed on 04/09/07 remains. 
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
